PARIS, Oct. 5—(Dispatch to The Lon- 
don Daily Chronicle.)—A contributor of 
Figaro has. gathered, apparently from 
those who heard them during the pass- 
age of the German’ armies, some: re- 
markable expressions of opinion by Gen. 
von Bulow. This officer, he says, 
claims to understgnd.and Iike French 
manners, art, and literature and hes be- 
haved decently in the French mansions 
he has occtrpied. He has, a weakness 
for Voltaire; and the writer: imagines 
him im some French chateau spending 
an hour reading “Candide,” while out- 
side the rear of cannon tears through 
the aiience of the night. 

Gen; von Bulow talks freely on such 
occasions, and here are some of the 
opinions he is reported to have uttered: 

“How. young the French are. If they 
had thought. more of war they would 
be older, but stronger. They are a stout 
people, and if we had. them: we would 
make them invincible soldiers.” 

Addressing himself more directly.to his 
French host—it was during the German 
advance to the Marne—he added: 

“Your armies ate fine, if. not suffi- 
elently experienced, but all its branches 
are not equally good. Your cavalry 
hardly exists. It is superb ih a charge, 
but the charge is literature, poetry. It 
js not war. The real business ‘of cav- 
airy is séouting and reconnoitring. This 
bores you, Prudence is not your busi- 
ness. ‘You regard war as a séries of 
great adventures. “You increase risks 
when. you should diminish. them,. but 
your artillery is terrible... I. would rather 
speak of your infantry, which has great 
merits, but also great defects. Worst of 
all is jtheir courage. The men fight 
openly and seem to take pleasure in giv- 
ing us a plain mark, ee a vee

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—The Ger- 
man cruiser Leipzig was coaled and 
provisioned near Magdalena from the 
cargo of the German freighter Mazatlan, 
which left here Aug. 13, according toa 
story. told today by G.:D, Smith, wire- 
less operator of the Mazatlan, to Rear 
Admiral. Pond, Superintendent ‘of the 
Twelfth United States Naval District. 

Smith said that the Leipzig took mail 
and supplies direct from the ‘Mazatlan, 
but took on board the coal’ after it had 
been transferred from the Mazatlan to 
another vessel. Smith is a British sub- 
ject.: He was ordered to communicate 
with the Leipzig off the coast: of Lower 
California, he.said; but refused and 
wrecked the wireless apparatus of the 
freighter. 

After . much -correspondence with 
Washington the Mazatian, with 900 tons 
of coal aboard, was permitted to clear 
from San Francisco for Guaymas, Mex- 
ico; Aug. 18, under $20,000 bond to’ de- 
liver the coal as consigned. Two days 
later, said.Smith, Capt. Frederick Jeb- 
sen, the owner; who is a’ German’ re- 
servist; a German officer called .Zuer 
Helle, and-oné Gustave. Traub ‘ were 
taken on at San Pedro. 

“When I. refused to -communicate 
with the Leipzig I was threatened with 
a beating. To make good my refugal I 
put the apparatus out. of commission,” 
Smith. declared. .“‘ North of Magdalena 
Bay, however, we picked up the Leipzig 
and transferred mail and. stores to her. 
The coal we carried to Guaymas, where 
it was transterred to the German steam- 
ship Marie, which in turn. later-coaled 
the Leipzig. Somehow the British Saas 
Newcastle got wind of us and 
cruising southward, but the Leiptig 
gave her the slip.’”’ 

The Mazatian formerly was under the 
Mexican’ flag.. During the series of 
revolutions. in. Mexico she was; trans- 
ferred for safety to German registry, 
and ‘when the European war broke out 
she again nolan the Mexican flex. The 
coal she carried south was said to have 

been. originally consigned to the Leipzig, 
but later was declared to have been sold 
to others for delivery at Guaymas. 

The steamer Alexandria, ames of 
the Kosmos Line, is detained in the har- 
bor here with a United States naval of- 
ficer on board until ‘questions concern- 
ing her regist can be settled with 

ashington. The Collector of the Port 
refused to allow the’ vessel to clear for 
Valparaiso under the German flag be-

Causes Deaths——Here to 
Raise.

Alfred Keene, aide-de-camp to Major 
Brochard, in charge of the hospitals at 
Deauville, France, who arrived here on 
the steamship France on Saturday, told 
Tue ‘Timms yesterday an interesting 
story. of the work which is being done 
caring for the thousands of wounded 
French soldiers who have been brought 
from the firing line. Mr. Keené came 
here to ald in obtaining funds for the 
work and will returm soon to France. 
When hé left, he said, there were 3,000 
wounded in Trouville and Deauville. 
Qnly 5 per. cent. of the wounds ‘were se- 
rious, he said, and he placed the® fa- 
talities at 8 per cent. of the total. Less 
than 5 per cent of the soldiers in the 
hospitals were. wounded by bullets, he 
said.. The worst wounds were caused by 
shrapnel bursting over’the men as they 
were lying in the trenches, 

Mr. Keene. spoke: especially of the 
work being done at the big Deauville 
Casino, .which was turned into a, hos- 
pital, and where 400. French soldiers
